The San Francisco News has made public the amasing}. 
terms of the Bay Bridge transportation contracts. Today 
Governor Merriam is to hold a public hearing on these 
contracts prior to their final approval or veto by the 
Fol] Authority. Despite the need of immediate action on 
the bridge transportation problem, few who know the 
terms of the agreements desire that these contracts be 
signed by the State. 

After stalling for nearly three years; the Southern 
Pacific and Key System dictated the terms of the contracts 
to the Toll Bridge Authority, which frantically sought to 
reach some agreement with the railroads in time to ap- 
proach the Reconstruction Finance Corporation for a loan 
sufficient to meet transportation needs. These two rail- 
roads demanded, and were granted in the proposed con- 
tracts, an exclusive franchise for 35. years, without pay- 
ing a cent for it.

Arctic Voyage Recalled [72m sists na 


Another fantastic chapter in the 
incredible tale of the 1881-1884 
Greely Arctic expedition was un- 
folded recently in New York through 
the auction sale of two paintings 
that hung for almost fifty years in 
the Nation’s Capitol. 

One canvas immortalized the res- 
cue of A. W. Greely and the six men 
who survived starvation with him in 
his band of 25; the other depicted 
the great Greely triumph: “The 
Farthest North of All Time.” 

Although considered excellent 
works of art, both paintings brought 
but $600 together. A private collec- 
tor in New York bought them. 

The painter, Albert Operti, young 


when he finished them, lived to the 


age of seventy-five without collect- 
ing for his work because of a mis- 
understanding with the United 
States government. He died seven 
years ago and last summer his heirs 
ruefully removed ‘the paintings to 
the auction block of the American 
Art Association-Anderson galleries, 

Greely, now a retired general and 
rich in well-earned honors, is still 
living in Washington. Ninety years 


old and proud of his expedition, he 


took the auction-block fate of the 
symbols of his fame stoically.
